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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 2-12 and 19-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bauduin et al. 6,297,309, Radigon et al. 2004/012143, Domine et al. 
2004/198897, Daily etal. 2005/0064180 or Atofina FR 2,81 9,821, in view of Kagota et 
al. 5,252,393. 

2. The primary references have been discussed already in previous Office actions. 
Kagota et al. disclose a thermal delayed-tack adhesive (Title), which can be a hot melt 
type adhesive (column 2, lines 1-6) a polymer, a tackifier, a plasticizer and carboxylic 
acid-modified polyethylene (claim 1). The polymer can be vinyl acetate-2-ethylhexyl 
acrylate copolymer or vinyl acetate-ethyl ene copolymer (claim 8). The carboxylic acid is 
an unsaturated carboxylic acid, such as (meth)acrylic acid (column 3, lines 46-52). It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention 
was made, to add the carboxylic acid-modified polyethylene of Kagota et al., to the 
compositions of the primary references, in order to enhance the tack strength and 
adhesive force with respect to plastic materials exhibiting low polarity. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 26 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
